Oh io and Haw’aii purch ased 47 
complete units.

Some modern parents today are 
afraid to curb th eir offspring for 
fear of giving th em a lifelong com­ 
plex. 
As for th e Sioux Indians, th ey 
apparently refrained from punish ­ 
ing th eir ch ildren because th ey 
were kind-h earted, and because it 
was part of th eir creed to respect 
any person’s righ t to be an indivi­ 
dual. 
'•Th e Indian parent believed a 
ch ild sh ould be taugh t by example, 
not by coercion,” a tribal leader 
said. “He felt th at if h e h ad taugh t 
th e ch ild th e righ t way of life h e 
h ad done h is duty and h e 
w a s not 
to blame if th e ch ild ch ose to go 
wrong.” 
Th is attitude h as delayed th e ed­ 
ucai.on of th e Sioux Indians. If 
an Indian ch ild decides h e doesn’t 
want to go to sch ool, auth orities 
h ave a difficult time convincing 
th e parents th ey sh ould compel 
h im to attend. 
One doctor told of an Indian 
girl w'h o was visiUxl by ner parents 
in a h ospital wh ere .sh e was un­ 
dergoing treatment for luoercuio- 
SIS. Homesick, th e giri pleaded to 
leave th e h ospital with th em. 
“If you take h er h ome sh e will 
be dead in th ree month s,” warned 
èie doctor. 
“ But sh e wants to come h ome,” 
sail th e fath er. 
Th e girl went h ome 
In th ree 
month s sh e was dead. 


Some 2,000 veterans now live on 
or near th e rc.servation. 


In th e remote section.s of th e 
reservation, some of th e older In­ 
dians now and th en still feast on 
young dog, once h igh ly prized as 
a delicacy.

Insurance 
Historv Told 
For Optimists 


“The History of Insurance.“ was 
the subject on which Ed G. Hingen 
spoke on Tuesday at the noon 
meeting of the Optimist Club at 
Bothweh Hotel. 
Life insurance as it is today is 
peculiar to the m odern world, Kin- 
gen told the group. This does -»ot 
m ean, however, that it is a pro­ 
duct of modern times. 
For life 
insurance has grow n up gradually | 
and dales so far back into history j 
that it IS impossible to trace its i 
exact origin. 
| 
Certain modifications may b e , 
traced back to the ancients who 
m ade gucsst's as to the probability 
of life for the purposes of valuing 
life estates, leases or annuities. 
Such are found in the Roman law 
and in increasing num bers in later 
writings. 
O ther modifications have origins 
in ancient funeral and burial so­ 
cieties to secure enough to pro­ 
vide an honorable burial at death 
and also benefits for widows and 
orphans. 
However, 
these 
were 
founded on benevolent lines and 
not on a scientific base. 
As early as 1540, m athem ati­ 
cians and astronomers were devot­ 
ing considerable time to establish­ 
ing a practical method of deter­ 
m ining the probability of life for 
the valuation of life estate, but all 
of them failed to take into account 
the distinction of age. 
In 1692 the English government 
undertook the sale of annuities, 
but agaifi the age was not consid­ 
ered and the plan failed. T h e'ex ­ 
perim ent did accomplish one thing. 
Dr. Edm und Hailey, a famous m a­ 
them atician, began a study on the 
whole m atter and wrote a paper 
called “The Degrees of Mortality, 
of M ankind.” 
The_ table was far 
from accurate, but it was an indi­ 
cation the scientific basis had been 
discovered. 
The birth of life insurance m 
its more modern form came in 
1762 with the Equitable Assurance 
Society of London. Life insuiance 
did not begin in the United States 
until the middle of the 19th Cen­ 
tury with the chartering of tne 
M utual Life Insurance Company 
of New York on April 12, 1842. 
Sheppard Homans, who was ac­ 
tuary of the Mutual Juife haci been 
gathering data relative to the m or­ 
tality for some time, known 
^ke 
American Experience Table. This 
table was universally adopted and 
used until Jan. 1, 1948, when the 
present CSO table was adopted. 
At the time of the Civil W ar there 
w ere only about 56,000 policies in 
force in this country. 
Most were 
sold to provide burial funds at 
death and had no cash or other 
non-forfeiture values. 
Insurance, 
explained 
Ringen, 
in a broad sense, is a method of 
spreading, among a very large 
group of persons, a financial loss, 
which might be disastrous to a 
single individual. 
The prim ary 
purpose of life insurance is the 
protection of the family and its 
many uses are to protect business­ 
es, to pay taxes, to pa^/ off m ort­ 
gages, to send children to college, 
as an investm ent for the future 
and as a semi-compulsory method 
of saving. 
Men will insure prop­ 
erty and neglect to insure the most 
valuable asset which they possess, 
their ability to earn. 
Insurance, 
he said, is a method of replacing 
value that m ay be destroyed. 
It 
is insuring value, not just the man.
